“But at 
least they confined themselves to 
military targets. But to purposely 
target civilians? That’s as low as 
you can go.” 

“There’s another difference,” 
adds Hadwick Thompson of Oak- 
land, who was one of the first 
men to spot the incoming Japan- 
ese planes on Dec. 7, 1941. “I was 
standing on the quarterdeck of 
the USS Ramsey when I saw 
them. I said to my buddy, ‘I guess 
the Army flyboys are having 
some fun this morning.’ And he 
said, ‘Flyboys, hell! Look at those 
rising suns on the wings!” 

“The difference between Pearl 
Harbor and Tuesday’s attacks is 
that as soon as we saw those ris- 
ing suns, we knew who was af- 
ter us. And we knew what to do: 
Go after them. This crisis is a lot 
more complicated.” 

Sid Kennedy of San Lorenzo 
was being treated for a minor ail- 
ment on a hospital ship at Pearl 
Harbor when the Japanese 
bombs started dropping. He was 
immediately pressed into service. 
“They put me to work taking 
dead bodies down to the 
morgue,” he says. “Pretty grim 
work for an 18-year-old, let me 
tell you.”

ALBANY — Questions ranged from new lighting 
schemes to parking issues at the first in a series of 
public question and answer sessions on the Ocean 
View Park improvement plan held at the Teen Cen- 
ter on Monday. 

A few concerned community members joined the 
handfuls of city staffers, city and school adminis- 
tration, and Little League representatives at the two- 
hour meeting. 

“We have people parking in our neighborhood 
and I can tell you why: people are hitting the ball 
over the fence,” said Jim Goucher, referring to the 
lack of parking spots being used in the parking ar- 
eas adjacent to the park and along Buchanan. 

It was an opportunity for project architects to lis- 
ten to the public’s concerns and go back to the draw- 
ing board before presenting more finalized plans to 
the city departments in the next few months. The 
Parks and Recreation Commission will hold an offi- 
cial public hearing at 7:15 p.m. on Thursday, Sept. 
20 in the Edith Stone room of the library. The city 
plans to vote on the project sometime in November 
or December. 

The Sept. 20 meeting “will be the city’s first op- 
portunity ... to just také the public’ Ss input,” said City 
Administrator Ann Ritzma. “There really are quite 
a few hurdles on this project.” 

Plans for the park include a new grass infield 
baseball diamond on the northwest corner with an 
independent lighting system that will provide more 
illumination for nighttime softball with less glare 
than the current poles project onto Buchanan Street

On a day when students should 
be concentrating on the continuation 
of getting situated with new classes 
and teachers and peers and shining 
in their new back to school duds, it 
was spent in relative shock.

The real Lou Grant — 
his editorial cartoons 
did his talking

By the time he came to the Montclarion in 1995, 
Lou Grant had already lost his speaking voice to can- 
cer. But his other voice, his cartoons, still rang loud 
and clear. 

His instinct for creating editorial cartoons on a 
short turnaround based on the news of the day — 
more like the hour — were as sharp as they were 
during his 32 
years as a nation- 
ally recognized, 
award-winning 
cartoonist for the 
Oakland Tribune. 

It shouldn't 
have been a sur- 
prise when Lou 
succumbed to 
cancer last Friday 
at age 81, but it 
was. There was 
more than one 
time during his 
association with 
the Montclarion 
and its sibling 
publications that 
it looked like Lou 
had lost his battle with the disease, yet each time 
until the last his spirit prevailed and he was back in 
the newsroom pitching (as if we needed to be 
pitched) a rough pencil draft of a cartoon he could 
deliver that week. 

For a time he even conceived of and delivered a

S SOON AS I heard 
Az the attacks, I 
rned on the TV. My 2- 


year-old son toddled out of bed 
to a screen glaring with images 
of smoke, fire, ambulances, air- 
planes crashing into tall build- 
ings and tall buildings tumbling 
down. 

Great stuff, to a 2-year-old. 

“Look Mommy, a fire en- 
gine,” he said, smiling and 
drowsy. 

I must say I think of myself 
as a pretty enlightened mother, 
always looking out for what's 
in the best developmental inter- 
est of my kids. They don’t get 
to watch much commercial 
television, and junk food is a 
treat. 

But it didn’t dawn on me 
Tuesday morning to turn off 
the TV. I was glued, captivated 
hooked, bewildered. I pulled 
my son into my arms, explain- 
ing that Mommy was watching 
an important grown-up show. 

“Is it a weekend?,” he asked. 
Our family rule is television in 
the morning only on weekends. 

I kept the television on, vol- 
ume low, while I attempted to 
add some regularity to the rest 
of the morning; getting my son 
a bowl of yogurt, getting my- 
self dressed. 

While I was in the shower 
he announced he was turning 
the TV off. 

I wondered. He didn’t seem 
distressed; more bored. But 
maybe I missed something. 
Was he bothered, scared? Did I 
screw up? 

A colleague at work told me 
so, saying there was no way 


he'd let his young children 
watch the news, I’m sure a 
cadre of child psychologists 
will be speaking up over the 
next few days with their opin- 
ions and advice. 

Maybe I should listen. 

It all seems so surreal to me, 
the attacks, the whole tragedy. 
I feel like I’m walking in a fog 
trying to figure out which way 
to head — what, even, to feel. 

Disbelief, grief, anger — 
somehow these all seem trite. 

California seems so very far 
away from it all, but are we re- 
ally? 

Just as I’m not sure how to 
react, I’m not sure how to ex- 
plain this to my kids, what to 
let them see or hear. 

But I won’t not talk. I won't 
hide the newspapers, or 
quickly hit the “off” button 
when they walk in the room, 

I want my kids to somehow 
understand my interest and 
concern in this mess. 

After I finished dressing for 
work, my son asked if we could 
make a car wash out of blocks, 
one of his favorite projects. 

But after I sat down with 
him he changed his game plan. 

“No, Mommy, let’s build big 
tall buildings and make them 
crash down,” he said, pulling a 
couple of ambulances and fire 
trucks from his basket of cars. 

“T'll be the fire truck,” he 
said. 

It took me a second to make 
the link. 

I still don’t know what to 
think.

a.m. It was my sister 

Anita, from Europe. 

“Is Alex anywhere near the 
World Trade Center? 

“Why is she asking me 
this?” I thought, still half

My son Alex is an environ- 
mental technician for the Inter- 
state (New York-New Jersey- 
Connecticut) Environmental 
Commission. A graduate of Al- 
bany High School and UC- 
Davis, Alex, 24, lives on the 
Upper West Side of Manhattan, 

His lab is at the College of 
Staten Island. He usually drives 
his duty car over the George 
Washington Bridge into New 
Jersey and over the Goethals 
Bridge to Staten Island. This 
week, he had told me, he 
would be on the water on the 
commission’s hired boat, which 
is based at City Island, off the 
East Bronx. I thought he was 
taking water samples in Long 
Island Sound. 

So, no, Alex wasn’t going to 
be anywhere near the World 
Trade Center. Or so I thought. 

“Why?” 

“I guess you havent heard 
the news.” 

Tuesday, Sept. 11, 2001. 
With growing anxiety, I tried all 
morning to phone Alex, one 
eye glued to the television in 
the newsroom, watching the 
horror unfold, between phone 
calls to government agencies as 
part of my duties as a reporter 


for the West County Times. 

All circuits to New York 
were busy. 

Alex finally called me about 
2 p.m. — 5 p.m. New York time 
— from the marina on City Is- 
land. 

Yes, he was OK. Yes, he had 
been on the water. But not 
where I thought. 

“I can’t believe I saw this,” 
he said. “It was like a movie. 
Like a video game.” 

He had been taking water 
samples in the East River just 
south of the Brooklyn Bridge. 
A sunny day, with an autumn 
chill, “the last day of shorts of 
the summer.” Alex and Dan, 
the boat captain, were headed 
back to City Island and had al- 
most reached the Triboro 
Bridge when the scanner said 
something about a plane crash- 
ing into the World Trade Cen- 
ter. A seaplane? Or a stuntman, 
some hotshot, trying to fly be- 
tween the two towers? 

Dan, who also does salvage, 
rescue and towing, said “Why 
don’t we check it out?” 

They reached the tip of 
Manhattan, near the Staten Is- 
land Ferry landing, when they 
heard another plane, coming 
from the direction of Newark 
or Bayonne (New Jersey). “And 
I said, what the hell is going 
on? 

“T knew it was going to hit, 
and I didn’t want to see it. But 
then I looked again and it had 
hit. 

“Tt just went poof. Exploded 
on impact.

What we should do next 


The United States’ response to Tues- 
day’s attacks should reflect our nature as 
a country respecting human dignity and 
rights.

The Russian artist was an 
avid mushroomer, and, having 
been here before, knew where 
they grew. He not only introduced 
Hazelton to mushrooms, but led 
him to Salt Point State Park and 
other areas where they grow in 
abundance. Hazelton calls the 
Russian a “world class mushroom 
artist, and my mentor.” 

Hazelton characterizes the 
Russian as “a little elf of a man”. 
His mentor is from St. Peters- 
burg, and alas, the U.S. State De- 
partment will no longer allow him 
to come into this country. It seems 
he was making money while he 
was here on a visitor’s visa,

Earl Hazelton says he cannot 
go to where the mushrooms 
grow, but he finds them in other 
places, including along the BART 
tracks, And he paints them there 
where they grow. You must paint 
them immediately, he says. 

The mushrooms that grow 
along the BART tracks are a var- 
ied group. One species is edible, 
but you have to cook them in a 
certain way. “If you don’t know, 
don’t do it,” he says. He adds that 
there is help available to those 
who do not know which species 
is edible and which is not, by go- 
ing to the Monterey Market. The 
market carries several varieties 
that, of course, are edible. “If it’s 
there it’s okay.” 

Hazelton joined the Mycologi- 
cal Society of San Francisco and 
enjoys its meetings. He also took 
a class at San Francisco State 
University on identifying wild 
fungi. He said he was surrounded 
by 25-year-old graduate students, 
but it was fun. And, with other 
mycologists, he watches for rain, 
since rain brings out the fungi. 

He and wife, Nina, also take a 
great interest in cooking mush- 
rooms. He speaks of a wonderful 
soup, “Sasha’s special dish,” in 
which the special, very large 
mushrooms are cooked for a very 
long time, then onions, potatoes 
and sour cream are added. Both 
he and Nina look bemused at the 
very thought of that. They also 
speak of freezing the mushrooms. 
They must be cooked first, but 
when defrosted they make won- 
derful soups. The couple have 
books from the Mycological Soci- 
ety with recipes for wonderful 
soups. He says you cook them in 
their own fluid. It seems that as

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multi-panel cartoon for the opin- 
ion page similar to the sports car- 
toons he once drew for the San 
Francisco Call-Bulletin in the 
early ‘50s. Drawn the same size 
as an editorial cartoon, the series 
was called “Grant's Slant” and 
was divided diagonally into two 
or three panels, providing com- 
mentary on national and local 
events. 

His time at the Montclarion 
gave editors an education into the 
mind and the training of a major 
editorial cartoonist from a long- 
ago age when nearly all large 
newspapers actually had a car- 
toonist on staff. Using the syn- 
thesized voice he had to rely on 
after the removal of his larynx, 
Lou would discuss one or several 
events that piqued his interest, 
trying to get responses or confirm 
ideas that could lead to a future 
cartoon. 

When he had ideas — and it 
was obvious that the fertile mind 
of a cartoonist versed in daily pa- 
pers had more ideas than our pa- 
pers could fit on their pages or in 
their budget — he would pencil a 
rough draft for our approval, then 
return to his Broadway Terrace 
home and ink a final version. 

He asked repeatedly about 
Jerry Brown’s chances for elec- 
tion in the Oakland mayor’s race, 
salivating at the likelihood of such 
fertile cartoon fodder. Jerry did- 
n't disappoint, and neither did 
Lou. 


Lou always had favorite tar- 
‘gets, in particular Richard Nixon 
and Al Davis. His numerous car- 
toons on Davis’s original attempt 
to take the Raiders out of Oak- 
land hung for years at the King’s 
X tavern on Piedmont Avenue in 
Oakland. 


Toward the end most of his 
thoughts were conveyed on pa- 
per. In a note he wrote that he 
was “known at the Trib, as Dr. 
Gloom,” adding, “An edit. car- 
toonist is not in the biz to be Mr. 
Nice Guy —I enjoy rattling cages, 
stirring up controversy, unstuff- 
ing the stuffed shirts and trying 
to keep politicians as honest as 
possible ... probably a fool’s er- 
rand.” 

The irony is that Lou could 
sum up in one panel the gist of 
all the words being used here to 
describe him. And some of his 
most memorable cartoons were 
not his cage-rattlers, but his trib- 
ute cartoons, During his time with 
us he did tributes to Frank Sina- 
tra and Joe DiMaggio (both felled 
by cancer as well). 

When DiMaggio was first at 
death’s door in 1999, Lou brought 
in a rough of a cartoon showing 
the baseball icon about to enter 
Heaven and a voice coming down 
from the clouds asking (in Bibli- 
cal lettering), “Can I have an au- 
tograph?” In the best cynical style 
of newspapers, where deaths of 
major figures are prepared and 
updated years in advance, the el- 
egantly lettered and drawn final 
version carried the added note, 
“To be held for the death of 
DiMaggio.” 

It was a succinct tribute to 
DiMaggio and his status in soci- 
ety, and one that came with an 
anecdote, as so many of Lou’s 
cartoons did. Lou remembered 
playing golf in San Francisco with 
DiMaggio in the 1950s and re- 
membered him as “a cold fish” 
but still deserving of the stature 
he carried. 

Lou was a character his TV 
namesake (the other Lou Grant 
on the Mary Tyler Moore Show) 
could only dream of portraying. 
His anecdotes were part of the 
proof. They covered sports, the 


war years, his early career as a 
cartoonist, and his four-year post- 
war stint as a gag writer for the 
classic radio program “Duffy's 
Tavern” (and he could doubtless 
have been a character on_that 
show). 

His stories could cover gossip 
columnist Louella Parsons one 
time (he couldn't stand her), Jerry 
Brown and his dad the next, and 
Pappy Waldorf another time. 
Lou's tales would have our edi- 
torial staff pleading for a chance 
to interview him and make his 
anecdotes public. He would al- 
ways decline. 

He loved to talk about his first 
cartooning job in 1944 at the Mil- 
waukee Sentinel, where he did 
side work for the minor league 
Milwaukee Brewers. The team 
was owned by a novice executive 
named Bill Veeck, who would go 
on to greater fame as a major 
league owner, and managed by a 
washed-up ballplayer named 
Casey Stengel, who went on to 
greater fame managing the Yan- 
kees. Lou and Casey met up again 
in Oakland four years later, Sten- 
gel managing the Oaks and Lou 
doing cartoons about him in the 
Call-Bulletin, 

Cartooning was in Lou’s blood 
early on. As a school kid he would 
copy daily comic strip characters. 
When he was 12 he earned his 
first professional fee ($5) when 
the magazine Open Road for Boys 
published a cartoon he submit- 
ted. A local cartoonist saw his 
work and gave Lou lessons in ex- 
change for mowing his lawn. 

Lou enlisted in the Army on 
Dec. 6, 1941, and served as a car- 
toonist at Fort MacArthur, Texas. 
After his discharge, he honed his 
talents further as an inking as- 
sistant for nationally syndicated 
cartoonist Jimmy Hatlo. 

Lou garnered cartoon mater- 
ial from every source, and one 


Students 
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snapping at half-mast in the 
slight breeze toward the end of 
the final bell, sixth grade teacher 
Nancy Marshall-Smith said that 
after a few early “silly remarks,” 
a moment of silence was con- 
ducted that drove home “some 
concern” to her class.

Back at the high school as 
class let out, some kids remarked 
about the possibility of war and 
wondered if relatives on the east 
coast were atl right. Slaughter 
thought about the current state 
of the nation as a whole. 


“A lot of people lost their lives 
today,” she said.

“There’s no way that we can

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Georgian Revival elegance in Piedmont

William Wilson Wurster was 
well known for his work as an early 
modern architect in the Bay Area. 
His tenure as dean of the Archi- 
tecture School at UC Berkeley was 
marked by a strong emphasis on 
the use of the latest materials and 
designs developed in the Mod- 
ernist movement of the mid-20th 
century. Yet in his earlier work of 
the 1920s and ‘30s, Wurster cre- 
ated some of the most charming 
and gracious renditions of tradi- 
tional Period Revival styles ever 
built in the Bay Area. 

A most elegant and impressive 
example of his early work is the 
American Georgian Revival-style 
house he designed in 1929 for Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis J. Breuner, at 20 
Muir Ave. in Piedmont. 

Built in 1929 on one of Pied- 
mont's prettiest tree-lined streets, 
this lovely home is set gracefully 
back from the street into a box- 
wood-framed yard with brick paths 
that creates the feel of an authentic 
late Colonial Era mansion in rural 
New England. 

It is now on the market for the 
first time in 60 years. 

Louis J. Breuner was a mem- 
ber of the family that founded the 
famous John Breuner Furniture 
Company in Oakland in 1856. 

The former Breuner Company 
Building is a prominent landmark 
in downtown Oakland, built in 1931 
at 22nd Street and Broadway. The 
second owner of the house at 20 
Muir Ave. was Carrel Weaver, who 
served as president of the Oakland 
Bank of Commerce for many 
years. His family has owned the 
house from 1941 until today. 

William Wurster’s career as an 
influential architect in the Bay Area 
spanned more than four decades, 
including a stint as the Dean of the

School of Architecture at UC Berke- 
ley in the 1950s. As the senior part- 
ner in the firm of Wurster, Bernardi, 
and Emmons, William Wurster 
helped design the Bank of Amer- 
ica World Headquarters Building in 
1970, at California and Kearny 
streets in downtown San Francisco. 

This firm also did the remod- 
eling and adaptive reuse of Ghi- 
rardelli Square in San Francisco 
in the mid 1960s, as well as the 
original plan for the Merritt College 
campus in the Oakland hills in 
1972, the Mill Valley Library at the 


corner of Elm and Throckmorton 
streets in Mill Valley in 1969, and 
the Strawberry Canyon Recreation 
Center on Canyon Road for UC 
Berkeley in 1959. 

The earlier residential designs 
of William Wurster, although less 
famous than his later public build- 
ings, show a sophisticated ten- 
dency for incorporating historic 
details borrowed from earlier ar- 
chitectural styles, into houses that 
fit serenely within their natural sur- 
roundings. For example, in Berke- 
ley Wurster designed a diminutive 


Regency-style manor house in 
whitewashed redwood with a 
lovely courtyard on Russell Street 
in 1927. 

In Carmel, he designed a mod- 
ified version of an Early American 
Colonial Revival house on Santa 
Rita Avenue in 1933 that nestles 
comfortably into its tree-shaded 
lot. And in Santa Cruz, Wurster de- 
signed a two-story Monterey Colo- 
nial Revival on Walnut Avenue in

Step One: The application.

There are wide overhanging eaves, 
with exposed beam ends. 

The third floor has an overhang, 
and there is a glass-enclosed sun 
porch at one corner of the second 
floor. Almost all of the windows are 
banded in casement style, with 
square wood latticed panes. And 
the facade of the house is 
sheathed entirely in unpainted red- 
wood shingles. 

An entry hall leads into a light- 
filled living room on the right. The 
recessed fireplace here was rebuilt 
by the current owners, but with its 
overmantel supported by curved 
brackets, it is an appropriate design 
for this Arts-and-Crafts style house, 

The hardwood floors with their 
geometric in-laid patterns, picture 
molding along the walls, and boxed 
beamed ceiling are all original. 

To the right of the living room is 
the formal dining room, which re- 
tains all of its historic architectural 
features. The windows in this sunny, 
cheerful room are the floor-to-ceil- 
ing banded type set into a wide bay 
window on the south wall. 

These and the casement win- 
dows on the rear wall look out over 
the very private grounds, with its 
mature, lush landscaping. A pleas- 
ant deck with a metal railing is ac- 
cessible from a French door in one 
corner of the room. 

There is a set of built-in dish cab- 
inets with glass doors on the north 
wall of the dining room. The walls 
have wainscoting with picture mold- 
ing, and the floors here are hard- 
wood with geometric inlay patterns. 
This dining room is large enough 
to accommodate 12 people quite 
comfortably. 

On the west end of the house is 
the kitchen and breakfast room, 
which were remodeled by the cur- 
rent owners, Mark and Muriel Rei- 
ley.

Officer to sign your paperwork. Usu- 
ally this is done at the title com- 
pany's office. In some cases there 
are title representatives who will 
come to your home or office (or 
hospital room) to sign the papers 
“Have notary, will travel.” These 
same people will double check to 
make sure all of the prior to fund- 
ing conditions have been met. The 
usual outstanding condition is the 
fire insurance information for home 
the lender requires. 

Step Eight: Funding the Loan:

Students, faculty 
and staff had to deal with fami- 
lies and friends in New York, and 
the school wanted to be respect- 
ful of the situation, according to 
St. Mary’s athletics director Jay 
Lawson. 

Lawson, who is also the Pan- 
thers’ football coach, held a non- 
mandatory football practice on 
Tuesday, 

“The games can be resched- 
uled,” Lawson said. “As the dam- 
age became more apparent, more 
people started picking up their 
kids.” 

The decision whether to play 
was left up to individual schools. 


No decrees were issued by the 
North Coast Section or area high 
school leagues. 

“If a school is open, we figure 
it is functioning as business as 
usual and we treat the schools 
the same, NCS commissioner 
Tom Ehrhorn said. “It’s a hard 
call, but something that needs to 
be done. The decision needs to 
be made at the school site.” 

Alameda Contra Costa Ath- 
letic League commissioner Bill 
Jones said athletics directors de- 
cided to take a wait-and-see at- 
titude Tuesday at a previously 
scheduled meeting. 

“T think you’ll hear something 
about scheduling for the rest of 
the week,” Jones said. “The prin- 
cipals are going to meet and we 
should have a decision in the af- 


ternoon. Everybody's going to be 
respectful of the events that are 
going on. School and athletics 
are part of getting back to doing 
what people do every day. We 
have to go on with daily things, 
but we won't do anything disre- 
spectful.” 

Some schools kept Tuesday’s 
schedule of activities intact in an 
effort to maintain continuity in 
the students’ lives, 

At Concord High School, girls’ 
volleyball players practiced be- 
fore their match with Mt. Diablo, 
using the group activity as a 
means of support. 

“We're trying to stay together 
as a team and as a group,” Con- 
cord volleyball coach Tracey 
Middleton said. “To us, it’s a 
good thing for them to be in this 


situation. These players have 
worked together since the sum- 
mer. Here they are around so 
many of the people they turn to 
in tough situations — friends, 
classmates, parents, teammates.” 

Middleton said students had 
been debriefed all day on the 
tragedy. She said she would have 
called off the match if any ath- 
lete told her that they did not feel 
like playing. 

“We felt there was no reason 
to cancel,” Concord principal Su- 
san Butler said. “If there was a 
need to cancel, we would do so. 
The entire world is in shock. We 
have a very professional staff that 
is helping our students deal with 
their concerns and fears.” 

Mt. Diablo volleyball coach 
Starry Suttich had visited the 


World Trade Center a year ago. 
That brought the magnitude 
home to her. The impact was felt 
more by parents, coaches and 
other adults than by young ath- 
letes, she said. 

“Our young people are very 
tuned in, but their world may not 
be as global as ours,” Suttich 
said. 

Though Concord and Mt. Di- 
ablo played their regularly-sched- 
uled match, most prep sports 
events Tuesday were postponed. 

“It’s a time for employees to 
be with their families and stu- 
dents to be with their families,”

OAKLAND — Bishop O’Dowd High

Three of the 
turnovers came in the first half, when 
Bishop O’Dowd grasped to a tenuous 7-0 
lead.

In any event, Hecht’s kick 
gave the Cougars an improbable 
16-14 victory over Encinal Friday 
afternoon in the season openers 
for both teams. 


Improbable because Encinal 
was using a strong ground game 
and parlayed a 30-yard run by 
Patrick Lankford and a six-yard 
scoring run by Michael Jones 
into a 14-0 lead early in the sec- 
ond quarter. 

Albany running back Matt 
Ball fumbled on the third play of 
the game and defensive end 
David Griffin recovered on the 
Cougars’ 35. One play later Lank- 
ford bulled his way 30 yards, 
broke several tackles and scored 
with 10:18 left in the first quar- 
ter. 

The Jets’ next series was a 
portent of things to come. The 
team was hit with two holding 
penalties and quarterback Nick 
Loy was dragged down by Al- 
bany linebacker Kamal Hassan 
after a futile scramble that cost 
the Jets 30 yards back to the Al- 
bany 25. Faced with a 4th-and- 
45, Encinal decided to punt. 

But the Jets seemed to find 
the formula for beating the thin 
Cougars. Run straight at ‘em with 
Lankford and skirt the flanks 
with Michael Jones. One series 
later, Lankford ran 31 yards to 
the Albany 9 and one play later 
Jones scored from the 6 to make 
it 14-0. 

Albany, though, came back on 
its next drive, going 62 yards in 
seven plays with Mike Estis go- 
ing the final four yards for the 
score. Hecht kicked the PAT for 

14-7 and that score stood at the 
half. This was the “Matt Ball

hange, we are told, is the 
{ only constant in life. And 

sports, many argue, is a re- 
flection of life. Ergo, sports and 
change go hand in hand, 

As in the rest of society, many of 
the changes have been social, de- 
mographic and legal. But what we're 
talking about here are the rules 
changes concocted by the poohbahs 
who run our beloved sports. 
Through the years we have seen 
baseball adopt the designated hit- 
ter, and more recently, interleague 
play. Basketball’s 3-point arc has be- 
come universal. And pro football is 
a far cry from the game Baby 
Boomers and their elders grew up 
watching. 

Some of these changes have 
been well received, others have not. 
But for better or worse, change oc- 
curs and our beloved games con- 
tinue to evolve. 

Which brings us to volleyball. 

At the Olympics in Sydney last 
year, the sport went to a 25-point 
rally scoring system, with teams 
scoring points regardless of serve. 
On the surface, it seemed like a good 
idea. Faster matches with lots of in- 
tensity. And with a point scored with 
every touch of the floor, both teams 
have more at stake every time the 
ball is in play. 

Other levels of competition went 
to rally scoring, too, as the term 
“sideout” became a thing of the past. 

High schools, though, have so 
far held on to the old ways. But 
maybe not for long. Still, the incli- 
nation is to hold out for as long as 
possible, 

“The coaches don’t want it — 
that and hitting the net cord on 
serves (as allowed in club volley- 
ball),” says Encinal High School vol-

leyball coach Chris Bautista. 
“Coaches want to keep it away from 
high as much as possible. We want 
to keep the game as competitive as 
possible.” 

Rally scoring is perhaps volley- 
ball’s answer to the designated hit- 
ter, its version of soccer’s wretched 
“Golden Goal,” the type of sudden- 
death overtime that a perfectly good 
sport could have done without. 

“Most of the experiments in rule 
modifications are to make volleyball 
a more TV-friendly game,” says 
Head-Royce coach Chris Davies. 
“But TV and high schools don't go 
together.” 

Perhaps not yet (though some 
high school football and basketball 
games are televised locally or re- 
gionally). But keeping up with the 
Joneses — the big cheeses in any 
particular sport — has long been a 
part of the prep scene. Prep volley- 
ball will someday soon go to rally 
scoring. 

“T could see it coming in the next 
two or three years,” says Bautista. 
“Right now, the high school level is 
amore pure form of volleyball. Once 
you play at the club and collegiate 
level, that all changes.” 

Adds Davies, “What goes on in- 
ternationally trickles down to the 
colleges and then trickles down to 
the high schools. I expect to play 
these rules soon.”

@ TOO MUCH OF A GOOD 
THING? Before 1998, only two play- 
ers had hit 60 or more home runs 
in a single season. Since then, the 
60-home run mark has been 
reached five times, including Barry 
Bonds’ great home run chase this 
year. 

So far, most fans — outside hard- 
core Giants rooters possibly — have 
been pretty blasé about the whole 
thing.

After 10 years of dreaming 
about it, monologist Josh Korn- 
bluth has finally brought his 
popular one-man show “Haiku 
Tunnel” to the big screen. The 
result is simultaneously ad- 
mirable and somewhat tedious; 
you want to like it, but it’s tough 
because it is a curiously flat en- 
terprise, 

Kornbluth plays his own alter 
ego, Josh Kornbluth, a neurotic 
who holes up in a nasty studio 
apartment in the Mission, temp- 
ing to fund his therapy and his 
efforts to write his own novel. 

The film opens with a cutesy 
segment of Kornbluth, speaking 
directly to the camera, It’s a dicey 
technique for any actor, only 
working when employed by 
someone very appealing: say, 
John Cusack in “High Fidelity.”

firm in downtown San Fran- 
cisco. Josh is a happy temp, per- 
forming best when he’s doing 
secretarial duties for short pe- 
riods at a time.

You've heard of “pillow 
talk” — hopefully heard it 
firsthand — “private conversa- 
tion, endearments, or confi- 
dences exchanged in bed or in 
intimate circumstances be- 
tween spouses or lovers,” to 
quote the dictionary.

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completely around one of its 
more unappealing cast members, 
say, George or Newman, and you 
get a sense of what “Haiku Tun- 
nel” is like. 

If you love Josh Kornbluth, 
you will probably love “Haiku 
Tunnel.” Otherwise, you will 
probably feel impatient for the 
movie to come to its conclusion. 
Still, there are very clever mo- 
ments. Aiming to finally send 
out the letters, for example, Josh 
tries to print them out and finds 
that the system administrator — 
who resides in a dark basement 
— has recently rerouted his 
computer to send his documents 
to a printer in an entirely dif- 


ferent building. Anyone who 
ever foolishly tried to print out 
a résumé at the office knows 
this pain. Look for Harry 
Shearer as the leader of an ori- 
entation session, explaining the 
way to clear paper jams in the 
copier.

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These systems then determine 
if the airbags should deploy, which 
ones should deploy and with how 
much force they should deploy. 

In contrast, the first airbags were 
designed to deploy with a power- 
ful force to protect unbelted pas- 
sengers. As a result, responsible 
drivers who buckled up and were 
injured by the airbag — mostly 
women and small adults — paid the 
price for irresponsible drivers who 
didn’t buckle up. 

Now it's time to focus on seat 
belt use. The U.S. has an ap- 
pallingly low rate of seat belt usage 
compared with that of other coun- 
tries. While usage rates improve an- 
nually, still only about 70 percent of 
Americans use belts, while more 
than 90 percent of people in other 
countries do. 

Ford researchers point out that 
for each percentage point increase 
in safety belt use, an estimated 300 
lives are saved every year. Indeed, 
no other safety device has ever 
saved so many lives. Last year ap- 
proximately 11,000 people owed 
their lives to seat belts, a number 
that could almost double if more 
people used seat belts. 

| became convinced of the ef- 
fectiveness of safety belts when | 
watched automakers conduct crash 
tests with belted and unbelted dum- 


mies. | witnessed race car drivers 
walk away from seemingly impos- 
sible-to-survive crashes nearly un- 
scathed because they were belted. 
Automakers are turning to racing 
again as they search for ways to 
make seat belts even safer and in- 
creasingly more comfortable so 
people are more likely to use them. 

Several major automakers, 
along with seat and seat belt sup- 
pliers, are working on four-point 
seat belts which distribute the crash 
forces over more of the chest, as 
well as reduce the pressure on the 
rib cage, heart and lungs. These 
seat belts also help hold the occu- 
pant in place during crashes better 
than today’s belt designs. Ford re- 
searchers note that in crashes in- 
volving their race cars, drivers never 
suffer chest injuries when they wear 
four- or five-point seat belts. 

Ford, along with Volvo, which in- 
troduced the world’s first production 
three-point seat belt in 1959, expects 
to begin four-point belt production 
within three years. One design be- 
ing considered has the occupant 
slip both arms through the shoulder 
straps integrated into the seat, much 
as one would put on a backpack. 
Then, the lap belt is buckled in the 
center front of the occupant, instead 
of on the side of the seat. 

Another design has the shoul- 
der straps, also integrated into the 
seat, cross over the chest and 
buckle on each side of the seat. 
Tests show both designs are

The Lear Corp., a supplier of 
seats and seat belts, found similar 
approval and an unexpected ben- 
efit: The company designed a rac- 
ing-style four-point safety belt for a 
racing Saab. In consumer research, 
as expected, young drivers inter- 
ested in high-performance cars 
liked the four-point belt. But so, too, 
did older drivers, who found them 
more comfortable and more con- 
venient to buckle with the fastener 
in front. 

Automakers can make great 
strides in seat belt design, but it is 
ultimately the responsibility of dri- 
vers to use them. When they do, 
the payoff surely will be big.

Grocery shop ‘til you drop 


@ For teens with cash, 
supermarkets are second 
only to shopping malls

Attention teen shoppers! Let's 
buy food for the family. 

Implausible? Not at all. 

Increasingly, teens are making 
food purchases to help out work- 
ing parents and sometimes 
preparing these foods at home. A 
1997 study, “Teen Grocery Shop- 
ping” by New York City's Channel 
One Network, pegged purchases 
“directly influenced” by teens at 
nearly $20 billion per year. That 
figure, which included requests 
for specific products purchased 
by a parent, continues to grow, 
researchers say. 

And a survey conducted by 
Teenage Research Unlimited of 
Northbrook established that su- 
permarkets were second only to 
shopping malls for purchases by 
teens with money torspend from 
part-time jobs and allowances, 
and the free time in which to 
spend it. 

TRU, which gauges the Ameri- 
can teenage population at 32 mil- 
lion, reports more than 50 percent 
teen-age girl respondents and 
more than a third of teen-age 
boys “do some food shopping 
each week.” But even when teens 
do not shop, they influence their 
parents’ food purchases. 

“lf the parent does not bring 
home the ‘right’ product or brand, 
the teenager will not eat or drink 
it,” says TRU vice president 
Michael Wood. “It's food and 
money wasted.” 

To take the pulse of these teen 
trend-setters, we turned to three 
students who were spending part 
of their summer as interns in the 
Chicago Tribune's Hire the Future 
program. They were asked to de- 
velop menus for two family meals 
and to shop for the ingredients at 
Dominick's Fresh store in 
Chicago. There was no budget 
limitation and no official shopping 
list. It was left to them to decide 
whether they would recreate typi- 
cal family fare or indulge in a fan- 
tasy pig out. 

Don't assume the worst. The 
vision of shopping carts piloted 
by kids wearing in-line skates fly- 
ing through the market is dis- 
torted. Cereal, candy and frozen 
foods are way up in the mix of 
teen purchases, but so are fresh 
fruit and fruit juices, turkey and 
boxed pasta. 

To a great degree our shop- 
pers chose familiar ingredients 
and products that appeared fre- 
quently on their family dinner ta- 
bles. 

: Shopping for food did not faze 
them. They had opinions — some 
© quite strong — on many types of 
© food, and all three showed loyalty 
» to certain branded products. 
But they were equally at ease 
~ selecting fresh fruit and vegeta- 
bles, and two of the three took 
~ time to examine potential pur- 
» chases for ripeness and condi- 
* tion. 
* — Athome, none of the three 
» cooks frequently or with great en- 
© thusiasm, but they each do some 
* cooking and have been assigned 
' chores that involve kitchen 
cleanup. 


~ Breakfast at the Golden 
» Arches 
s For Medeah Veazey, 19, who 


is a sophomore at Northern Illi- 
nois University and aspires to fol- 
low a family tradition and become 
a teacher, breakfast often Is an 
Egg McMuffin at McDonalds. She 
is likely to have a salad or noo- 
dles for lunch in the cafeteria at 
school, 

At home, her mother does the 
food preparation, mostly from 
scratch, though the menu may in- 
clude purchased prepared foods 
that she reheats, “I tell my mom 
what | want to eat for the week 
and she buys it.” 

Veazey does some stovetop 
cooking for herself and bakes 
cookies and brownies ("easy 
stuff") for family celebrations. Her 
No, 1 craving is sweets, espe- 
cially ice cream and cake, but she 
drinks no “dark” soda pop, en- 
joys “from scratch” pancakes on 
weekends and cites turkey, let- 
tuce and Miracle Whip as her fa- 
vorite sandwich filling. She likes 
Asian and Hispanic foods and 
eats them in restaurants but never 
makes them. 

Her list of disliked foods in- 
cludes mushrooms, pork, raw 
broccoli, omelets and anchovies. 

To Veazey, microwave-cooked 
foods and fat-free salad dressings 
taste “funny,” though she will heat 
Chef Boyardee ravioli in the mi- 
crowave “when | don't want to 
cook.” 

At the market, she is a quick 
and opinionated shopper. 

She puts price ahead of 
preparation time and healthful 
properties in choosing foods. 
(The other two rank healthful 
properties first.) 

As she tours the aisles, she 
purchases 14 items for $51.46 in- 
cluding tax. Her fresh items for 
dinner include rib-eye steak, 
tomatoes, cucumber, onions, 
potatoes, garlic bread, strawber- 
ries and lettuce. In addition, she 
buys butter, cheese, ranch dress- 
ing and steak sauce, sherbet for 
dessert and ginger ale. With them 
she prepares a dinner menu for 
two. (She does not plan a second 
meal.) 


A disciplined eater 

Harold Whack, 17, a senior at 
Homewood Flossmoor High 
School, lives in a food-conscious 
home. His mother is an adventur- 
ous cook, he says, and his father 
does the family food shopping. 

He is a disciplined eater who 
consumes great quantities of 
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Reduce 


juice but no soft drinks, likes 
syrup on French toast but won't 
eat Pop Tarts. He is considering 
taking up energy bars to provide 
a boost when he runs in track 
meets. Whack also enjoys soul 
food treats such as greens, corn- 
bread and sweet potato pie, but 
he will not willingly allow water- 
melon, olives, mustard, mayon- 
naise or oatmeal to pass his lips. 

He shops rarely, but does 
stovetop cooking and cleans up 
after dinner every other week, al- 

_ ternating with:his younger sister. 

His tip for shoppers? “Never 
shop on an empty stomach; you'll 
spend a lot more money.” 

He is a deliberate shopper 
who pauses to compare heads of 
broccoli, open egg containers 
and ask for the location of an 
item he is seeking. 

Frozen fish fillets are “some- 
thing | can cook for myself when 
my mother is not home.” But he 
adds, “I don’t want to cook that 
much,” 

But how can you put down a 
kid who likes grits and says, “! 
don't do a lot of Twinkies”? 

At the market he buys 14 
items for $57.80 including tax. 
Fresh items include bell peppers, 
lettuce, broccoli, catfish, thin-cut 


strip steak, eggs and raisin bread. 


In addition, packaged grits and 
rice pilaf plus cranberry and or- 
ange juices, syrup and vinaigrette 
dressing. 

With them he comes up with a 
weekend breakfast of eggs and 
grits and a steak dinner. 


Following tradition 

Yvette Camacho, an 18-year- 
old freshman at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago, is at home 
most days for breakfast and din- 
ner. Usually she, her mother and 
father have traditional Mexican 
foods, such as eggs and beans 
for breakfast, tacos for lunch, 
steak and rice for dinner. 

Camacho is comfortable 
cooking on a stovetop or heating 
food in a microwave or conven- 
tional oven, but most of the food 
is cooked from scratch by her 
mother. She does not shop for 
food but does the dishes after 
dinner “every other day.” 


Despite her lack of practice, 
she moves about the supermar- 
ket with considerable confidence

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The Oakland Hills fire prompts cooperation to ensure safety 


Nobody who experienced it will ever 
forget the catastrophic fire that raged 
through residential neighborhoods in 
the Oakland/Berkeley hills on Oct. 20, 
1991. 

{t began on Saturday, Oct. 19 as a 
five-acre brush fire in the area of 
Buckingham Boulevard and 
Marlborough Terrace in Oakland. On 
Sunday morning, Oct. 20, a strong 
Diablo wind fanned a few remaining 
embers into an unstoppable inferno. It 
wasn’t officially declared under control 
until 8 a.m. Wednesday, Oct. 23, a full 
72 hours after it had started. By that 
time the fire had burned 1,800 acres, 
killed 25 people and injured 150, 
destroyed 2,900 homes, and caused 
more than $1 billion damage. It burned 
parts of Claremont Canyon Regional 
Preserve and Temescal Regional 
Recreation Area, destroying Temescal’s 
park office and service yard. 

Some 60 East Bay Regional Park 
District firefighters and 48 District 
police officers participated in fighting 
the fire. General Manager Pat O’Brien 
called it the largest emergency effort in 
the Park District’s history. 

This year marks the tenth anniver- 
sary of the Oakland-Berkeley fire. 
During the time since the disaster, the 
Park District and other public agencies 
responsible for firefighting in the East 
Bay Hills have banded together to 
improve their capabilities and enhance 
fire safety. While much remains to be 
done, much has been accomplished 
from that collaboration. 

The first step, taken immediately 
after the fire, was formation of the 
Hills Emergency Forum (HEF). 
Partners in HEF are the cities of El 
Cerrito, Berkeley and Oakland, East 
Bay Municipal Utility District 
(EBMUD), Lawrence Berkeley 
Laboratories (LBL), the University of 
California at Berkeley (UC), the East 
Bay Regional Park District, and the 
California Department of Forestry and 
Fire Protection (CDF). 

Under the auspices of HEF, the 
member agencies have standardized 
their equipment, coordinated commu- 
nications and worked out operational 
procedures for faster and more efficient 
mutual aid in the event of a fire in the 
hills. The HEF fire departments 
conduct annual joint training exercises 
to keep their skills sharp. 

The value of these preparations has 
been proven on several occasions. 
When wildfires broke out at Sibley 
Volcanic Regional Preserve, and in 
open space within Oakland, immediate 
and effective response by HEF partners 
prevented spread of the flames to 
adjacent residential neighborhoods. 

Another major focus of the HEF has 


been fire prevention. Soon after its own 
establishment, the HEF formed the 
East Bay Hills Vegetation Management 
Consortium to develop a new fire 
hazard mitigation program and 
vegetation management plan for the 
East Bay Hills. 

The plan uses up-to-date fire 
science concepts and recommends a 
unified approach for public agencies 
and homeowners to follow in reducing 
the fire risks present in the hills 
neighborhoods. It was reviewed and 
approved by the HEF at their annual 
meeting on Oct. 20, 1995. 

Focus of the plan is the urban- 
wildland intermix, the area where open 
space adjoins residential neighbor- 
hoods. The plan contains sections on 
residential area hazards and recom- 


mended mitigations, wildland hazards 
and mitigations, and a Geographic 
Information System (GIS)-generated 
chart of vegetation types in the East 
Bay hills showing their relative degree 
of fire hazard. 

For its own part, the East Bay 
Regional Park District continues to 
maintain a 15-mile, 450-acre fuel break 
on lands it owns in the East Bay hills 
between Wildcat Canyon Regional 
Park in the north and Anthony Chabot 
Regional Park in the south. And the 
District has developed a policy to 
restrict uses and close parks during 
red-flag or extreme fire weather 
periods in the late fall. 

Other HEF partners and city 
residents maintain segments of fuel

Park visitors see just the tip of the iceberg 


Visitors come to the Regional Parks 
to enjoy the natural features-trees, 
grass, streams, mountains, lakes and 
beaches. But behind the scenery and 
wildlife there is a less visible compo- 
nent-the manufactured facilities in- 
tended to’make your park visit a safe 
and enjoyable one. 

For example, within its 59 parks and 
93,000 acres (all figures as of Jan. 26, 
2001): 

¢ The Park District has 3,806 picnic 
tables, 2,034 barbecues and other 
cooking facilities, and 424 drinking 
fountains. 

* 1,004 toilets, 25 sewage lift stations, 
55 septic tanks, 74 sewage holding 
tanks, 3,363 garbage cans and 154 
garbage gondolas. 

¢ 1.02 million square feet of main- 
tained ground cover beds, 5,417 
planted trees requiring maintenance, 
and 1,014 acres of mowed meadows 
in public use areas. 

* 10,560 feet of portable irrigation

¢ 1,069 miles of fence for resource 
protection and boundary control. 
The list goes on. All this “infrastruc- 
ture” is operated and maintained by a 
staff of 251 rangers, carpenters, 
plumbers, electricians, heavy equip- 
ment operators and other skilled 
tradespersons. They keep the parks 
open seven days per week, 365 days 
per year. 

So the next time you visit a Regional 
Park, consider that from an opera- 
tional viewpoint, you are seeing the 
tip of the iceberg.

After the 1991 fire, the Park District 
removed or thinned approximately 200 
acres of eucalyptus along the Anthony 
Chabot west boundary. The District 
also created six new fuel breaks to 
segment the park’s main grove, and 
thinned 200 acres within the grove 
itself. An impetus for the project was a 
computer model showing that under 
the right conditions a fire starting in the 
thick eucalyptus groves could burn 
through residential areas to I-580 in 
Oakland before it could be stopped. 

The District also needs to extend the 
fuel break for short distances at Lake 
Chabot, Leona Canyon, Sibley, 
Claremont Canyon, and Wildcat 
Regional Parklands. These need to be 
addressed in the proposed EIR as well. 

In 1997 the District applied to the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency for a fire hazard mitigation 
grant, proposing a list of projects that 
total $1 million. The application sought 
50 percent funding by FEMA, the rest 
by the District. The grant has been 
tentatively approved, subject to 
preparation of a Federal Environmental 
Assessment. This is nearing comple- 
tion, and is scheduled to be released

The Park District’s own in-house 
fire department consists of 10 full-time 
firefighters, and another 48 District 
employees who normally work at other 
jobs, but are also fully trained to 
respond as firefighters when emergen- 
cies arise. 

The main District fire station is at 
Tilden Regional Park. Seven other 
stations located throughout the District 
have equipment in place, and are 
staffed as the situation and predicted 
fire danger demand. The Park District's 
helicopter is equipped with a “Bambi 
bucket” capable of scooping water 
from lakes and dumping it on wildfires. 
The helicopter also acts as an observa- 
tion platform from which a fire’s size 
and direction can be determined, and 
ground units can be directed to fight 
the blaze most effectively. 

The Hills Emergency Forum and 
other public agencies are planning a 
conference and public observance of 
the Oakland-Berkeley fire’s 10th 
anniversary. The public events will 
take place on Oct. 13 at Jack London 
Square and Merritt College. Check the 
news media for additional information.
